GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS

In cirilized warfara, worn- 
ea and children and tbe defenseiass 
are safe from attack, and a code of 
honor controls the parties to sucb war­ 
fare which cries out against the boy­ 
cott we have in view. Cruel and cow­ 
ardly are terms not too severe by 
which to characterize It. 
“Closely allied to the boycott Is the 
blacklist.

Secretary Moody and his associates 
have worked incessantly during the 
past two days under a hot sun, exam­ 
ining the strategic points, the trans­ 
portation facilities, the water supply 
and the surrounding country.

fortifications, surveyed the coast line 
and conferred with the owners of the 
land it is proposed to acquire. 
Senator Proctor and the congress« 
men will rccommend the purchase of 
20 square miles of land on Ix)th sides 
of the lower bay and several small 
Islands.

.M'ldoni, however, after killing 
their whale, are they obligod to wrest 
their booty from a troop of ravenous 
Polar boars, angrily disputing posses­ 
sion of their prize. The thrilling story 
of such an unparalleled encounter was 
narrated to mo under the following 
circumstances: 
It was n lovely evening in June ■when 
ixve swung clear of Port-aux-Basques 
Harbor,- and, catching a light land 
toreeze, steered northwards towards 
the coasts of Labrador. Our craft was 
a smart Nova Scotla-bullt schooner of 
about a liundred and fifty tons, and 
our crew •were picked from a settle­ 
ment of the nearest modern representa­ 
tives of the old Norsemen—the sturdy 
fishing folk of the Iron-bound coasts 
of Newfoundland. 
I was peculiarly 
attracted by the first mate, Harry 
Jewer, a man still in the prime of life, 
iwitli liard-bitten, weather-roughened 
features, yet with a merry twinkle in 
liis ej'e that bespoke a happy Hiber­ 
nian temperament and a capacity for 
facing witli OQual cheerfulness the 
sunshine and the storm of an adven­ 
turous career. 
His face was tanned 
like leather with being so often set 
against the blinding glare of sunshine 
from Illimitable glistening fields of 
drifting ice, and deeply scarred and 
seamed by repeated scourglngs of 
fierce winds armed witli stinging ice 
fragments, which smite like the knot­ 
ted cords of cruel Avhips, 
Notwithstanding tliis hard and per­ 
ilous mode of life Jiis character had 
been fashioned into a hearty admira­ 
tion of thi^ awful beauty, grandeur 
and terror of the gi*eat Arctic solitude. 
Like many others of his class, he was 
captivated by tlie fascinating glamor 
(Which the Arctic casts like a spell upon 
those Avho have once penetrated its 
mysteries. 
An opportunity came to 
listen to the tale of his varied exploits 
.when suddenly one afternooa the Avlnd 
grew light, and we ran into a heavy 
smoke-llke bank of grey fog whicli ob­ 
scured all around us. When at length 
iWe emerged there was no breath of 
wind. 
The sun beat down on a sea 
motionless and becalmed; 
At this moment, to my great de­ 
light, Harry, pulling at his blackened 
clay pipe, tainting the balmy sea air 
iWlth pungent odors, seated himself at 
my side and told me the following 
tale of a strange adventure that befell 
him In the Far North: 
It was In Lancastei: Sound, on board 
the good ship Aurora, that I found my­ 
self In the summer of 1890. We wore 


at Intervals of from ten to fifteen min­ 
utes a wliito column of spray was seen 
to shoot high in the air from the ex­ 
tremity of a black rolling mass whicli 
glittered in the sun’s rays like •\vet I a broad border of shelving sand, so 
indiarubbor. 
My boat led, and all I that when our party landed v^e wer6 


pai’ently scented battle from afar, for 
tAvo of the biggest took to the water 
and swam far out towards the boat. 
These became an easy prey, for they 
were 
dispatched 
while 
swimming 
alongside; but there still remained ten, 
and of these ten, five were indeed for* 
midable monsters. Seeing the fate of 
their companions, the remainder of 
those which had entered the "water 
returned to the beach. Five lined up 
in front of the whale, while the other 
five, including the two she-bears with 
their cubs, fell to the rear of the car­ 
cass—exactly like .*1 fighting corps held 
in reserve. The recoding tide had left 


hands gave me a cheer ■when I threw 
the harpoon, which with a heavy thud 
embedded Itself deeply behind the huge 
central fin of the mighty whalo. Those 
were the “gootl old days” of whaling, 
before the craft was made compara­ 
tively easy by •modern methods; be­ 
fore the days of the fast stoamshlp 
armed "with the fatal “harpoon gun.” 
After the stroke the whale suddenly 
headed away from the boats, sent up 
an enormous Jet of water and blood 
some twenty feet in the air, lashed the 
water into foam with a terrible flurry 
of his gigantic tall, and then suddenly 
dipped beneath the surface of the 
ocean. To such a vast depth did he 
plunge in his agony of pain and fright 
that two boats were compelled to Join 
their lines to ours; and three times he 
dlVed, staying under nearly twenty 
minutes on each occasion, before "we 
could get near enough to lance him in 
a vital part. 
Unfortunately, as .he 
sped away he drew on the boats to­ 
wards a large field of ice known to be 
in the vicinity before it was actually 
sighted, because of the extraordinary 
coldness pervading the atmosphere. 
As the custom is with a wounded 
whale, he made to get tmder the Ice 
in hot haste. The only chance for suc­ 
cess was to finish him before he disap­ 
peared beneath the floe. 
He would 
liave to come up once more to breathe 
before he could dive beneath the ice- 
floor, and we got ready to dispatch 
him.* Soon the line began to grow 
slack, and up, up he came with start­ 
ling speed. For a few minutes there 
was an awful flurry on the surface, 
while our boat became entirely ob­ 
scured by the flying spume. The crea­ 
ture had been pierced with lances \tn- 
til the water was reddened with blood, 
yet so padded with fat was he after 
his summer’s gorging on herrings that 
the lances failed to reach a vital organ. 
To our great chagrin he dived nnder 
the ice, and, as the boats could now no 
longer follow him beyound the edge 
of the ice-fleld, the order was reluct­ 
antly given to cut the line, abandon 
the prize, and return to tlie ship. Very 
keen was the disappointment of the 
men. 
Here Avas a fine Avhale "gone 
to the deuce!” 
Gone, too, cut clean 
away from the grasp of the men, was 
half a ton of good whalebone. How­ 
ever, there was a feeling pervading 
the fo’c’s’le all that evening that 1 
would not yet give up, but Avould or­ 
ganize a search party, and each one 
after “right" whales, and had already'! hoped that he might be one of those 
taken five on this voyage. While near­ 
ly all our casks Avere full to bursting 
.with oil, Ave had room to stow away 
the blubber of yet another carcass. 
This the cre\A- AA’ere anxious to accom­ 
plish as speedily as possible, for after 
a nightless period, the sun Avas now 
beginning to dip each day beloAV the 
horizon for a few hours at a stretch, 
and cool fitful northAvesters Avere giv­ 
ing warning of the ajiproach of Avinter. 
If only Ave could secure our booty and 
turn our course to the south, “with 
the NeAvfoundland girls pulling at the 
tOAA’-rope,” as the saying is In the 
fo’c’s’le, everyone Avould bo happy. 
For although the seafarer, Avherover 
you find him, cannot remain content 
ashore for long, ono of the greatest 
of all the pleasures of his calling js 
the return liome Avith a pocket full of 
coin after a successful voyage, • 
A good Greenland or Arctic “right” 
Avhale is AA’orth a lot of money, “Kight” 
whales are those producing Avhalebone, 
and a good spednien Is Avorth at least 
six hundred to seven hundred pounds. 
There are oilier largo Avhales Avhich 
iWe let alone—the “Jlnners” or ror<iuals, 
and even the giant “blue Avhales,” as 
tlie biggest of them aro not Avortli one- 
tenth part of the value of the “right” 
.whale. Of late these valuable prizes, 
as Avell as the “.sperm” Avhaie, are 
getting scarce, but in those days they 
.were abundant. Each man Avas sure 
to come home with a snug little sum 
to his credit, Avliat Avlth Avagps and his 
share of the "bounty," as the men’s 
)iarrow percentage of Interest iJi the 
net profits is termed. 
“Thei’e she blows!” All hearts fairly 
throbbed for joy as the look-out from 
the “crow’s nest” cheei'ily shouted the 
glad jjews of an enormous “riglu” 
.Avhale sighted against the sun in the 
oltijig. 
Jilltheiy the ropes sang out 
through the tackle-blocks Avhlie the 
men took their places, and as the little 
flotilla of boats darted aAvay Avlth 
alacrity from the black sides of the 
great ship, like so many arrows shot 
from a bow, a strange gleam came 
into the ;nen’s eyes, and their bronzed 
faces relaxed /n a smile as if they al­ 
ready anticipated their triumph. 


chosen to go out to try and retrieve 
the lost booty. 
On the morning following, after 
thinking the matter over, 1 decided 
that the Avhale must be dead, as the 
lances had been driven Avell home, and 
had draAvn so much blood. Thereupon 
I picked out six of the be.st men on 
board to l;elp me hunt for the carcass. 
Two rifles Avero slowed in the boat, 
and enough biscuit to last the seA’en 
of us for a couple of days. 
All day the men roAved hard, Avhlle I 
SAA’e p t the sea AVlth my glasses. The 
A'ast ice-floe had sloAvly drifted south- 
Avard, and it Avas a long time ere Ave 
came up Avith it, Avhlch Ave did to- 
Avards nightfall. 
In the clear Avater 
behind its Avake Ave made out an Island 
of black rock fringed AVith a AVide 
tawny sand beach, and soon Ave sight­ 
ed sometliing unusual on a yellow bar 
that ran far out from the Island among 
the beating Avaves, I*resently, to our 
great joy, 
i t revealed itself as the 
stranded body of the dead Avhale. 
Tile luen Avere delighted at the pros­ 
pect of recovering tiie valuable Avliale- 
bone, for here Avas prize enougii even 
if it became necessary to abandon the 
blubber. 
That night avo camped in a sheltered 
cove of tile island, and needing no rock­ 
ing. for Ave Avere tired out after our 
long pull. 
Wiiat Avas our astonish­ 
ment next morning vAvlien Ave found 
our prize in possession of a coiniiany 
of Polar bears! Tlierc Avere a round 
dozen of them—not to speak of a 
couple of yearling cubs Avliich kept 
close to their dams—all fighting, snarl­ 
ing and tearing at the flesh of the 
Avhale. It Avas evident that a pitched 
battle Avould be necessary to decide 
whetiicr the carcass belonged to us 
Avho had killed the Avhale or to the 
bears Avho Avere now in full possession. 
Bigger than grizzlies, at times raising 
to their full height as dancing bears 
are trained to do, the monsters before 
us bore out the reputation of Lancas­ 
ter Sound for Its extremely large breed 
of bears, noted for tlieir ravenous pro­ 
pensities and extreme daring and fer­ 
ocity. 
It Avas at the ebb of the tide—deod 


still some sixty yards from the front 
squad of bears. 
A trusted shot at one end of the line 
and myself at the other were armed 
each Avith a rifle and had fifty rounds 
of ball cartridge betAA-een us. 
The 
other men Avere equipped Avith long 
Avhalers’ lances. I opened the conflict 
by dropping on my right knee and tak­ 
ing deliberate aim at the largest, bear. 
There AA'as a moment’s pause. 
Then 
came the shai’p report of the rifle fol- 
loAved by an angry roar, and through 
the smoke, the bear, only 
slightly 
wounded, made a rush at us. 
The 
spearmen promptly fell back, but the 
other rifleman knelt doAvn Avlth great 
coolness and discharged his gun at the 
furious animal. Again, however, the 
Avound was not fatal. Springing to hl§ 
feet the man made a lunge at the In­ 
furiated bear AVith his empty gun, but 
with a SAvlft bloAv the great bi’ute sent 
the rifle flying In the air, and with an­ 
other laid low the unfortunate sailor. 
The forepaAvs of the bear Avere laid on 
the shoulders of the prostrate man, and 
the hind feet Avere being brought to 
bear Avith repeated efforts to rip his 
tough tarp.nuiin jacket, Avheu, carried 
aAvay by my «xcitement, I rushed up 
and, Avith the muzzle of my gun held 
almost at the ear of the savage beast, 
literally blew Its head to fragments. 
Unmindful of a few hurts and a stream 
of blood trickling from his face and 
neck, the fallen man, to our amaze­ 
ment, Jumped to his feet and, appar­ 
ently half-crazed by his recent maul­ 
ing, performed something very like a 
AA-ar-<lauce on the dead body of his late 
assailant. 
The bears noAv appeared to be some­ 
what coAved by the death of their com­ 
rades. The reserA’e line •w'as Aveakened 
by the desertion of the two she-bears 
Avlth their cubs, and the four monsters 
in the front ranlc did not seem much 
inclined to take the aggressive. 
All wild beasts, hoAvever, will usually 
forget their fear of man on three oc­ 
casions: at mating time, AA’hen their 
young are In danger, and Avhen their 
food is threatened. There was nothing 
for It, therefore, but to keep blazing 
away at the front guard until all were 
Avounded. 
Finally, I ordered an ad- 
A’ance of my little force, whereupon 
the disconcerted animals 
suddenly 
broke and fled, carrying away the rear 
line in their retreat. The bears were 
utterly routed. 
We were now kept busy for hours 
in skinning the slain bears and in cut­ 
ting out the whalebone from the Jaws 
of the prize. Then, well satisfied with 
our AA'ork, Ave loaded down the boat 
with our spoils and proceeded on our 
way to rejoin the ship. But our perils 
Avere not yet over. A breeze sprang 
up Avhich rapidly developed Into a 
gale, accompanied by blinding sleet 
and snow showers, until our position 
grew hazardous in the extJ’eme. Great 
Avhlte-capped waves broke over the 
liea\’y-laden boat, and Ave were kept 
incessantly occupied baling out the wa­ 
ter. 
NeA'ortheless we roA^'ed on doggedly 
for hours, until at length our Avrist.? 
grew swollen, and it really seemed as 
If out of the peril of the bears Ave had 
rushed Into a greater danger still. 
Fainter and fainter grew our hopes of 
safety, as the gale rose and the bil­ 
lows rushed past madly, driven to fury 
by the scourging blasts. 
Suddenly, through a rift in the drh'- 
ing storm-clouds the awful form of a 
tOAvering iceberg was seen, rearing its 
glistening columns against the dull 
greyness of the snow-darkened sky. 
The Aveather-slde of the iceberg re­ 
ceived the full shock of the long, grey- 
green rollers as they SAVung up and 
broke again and again OA’er Its shelA'* 
Ing Icy strand, Avhile the steep ice- 
side, sinking sheer Into the ocean 
depths, kept the Avater there as calm 
as .some landiocktMi harbor. 
Quickly 
we .«elzed the proffered opportunity. 
By herculean efforts the boat Avas 
brought up against the full force of 
opposing AVind and tide, and safely 
steered to the lee-side of the Iceberg. 
Then the ice anchor Avas got out and 
she Avas made fast to the giant berg. 
The next danger Avhlch confronted us 
Avas that In the long Avait Ave might 
perish of cold, 
ü'here was coffee 
aboard and fresh water, but how Avere 
wc to manage for fuel and cooking 
utensils? 
I thought for a momeijt. 
and then ordered the men to pare off 
wood siiavlugs from the thAvarts, floor­ 
ing and gunwale pf the boat until Ave 
collected a good-sized parcel of fuel. 
For a 8tov.e Ave perforate^ the bot­ 
tom of a large kettle, hanging a smaller 
one over the fire. Soon Ave Avere a We 


to pass round a draught of steaming 
hot coffee, which wonderfully cheered 
our spirits. This was repeated toAvards 
the break of day. - Then the storm 
gradually subsided, and Ave kneAV that 
the danger was over. Once more avo 
steered our course to the ship, and 
finally arrlA’od safely with the rich 
prize of the whalebone Avhlch had cost 
us so much labor and peril. 
Some of the rest of the crew were 
anxious to be alloAved to visit the de­ 
relict carcass for another bear hunt, 
but the captain v*as knoAvn to hold 
Avhite bears In high respect, and It 
surprised nobody Avhen he announced 
his immediate Intention of proceeding 
homewards. And so the ship’s course 
AA'as set toAA'ards the Straits of Belle- 
isle. Avhere, like a Jagged tooth gnaAA'- 
ing at the Arctic current, the Island 
of NoAvfoundland rears Its rocky bas­ 
tions out of the cold, ice-laden seas. 
The snow-Avhite skin of one of the 
biggest of the bears now decorates the 
I little front parlor of my cabin, and 
furnishes an excuse for a frequent re- 
A'lval of the story of the battle be- 
tAveen a boat’s creAV and a dozen Polar 
bears.—The Wide World Magazin<?.
